Give Reasons. 
The slackening of the teutonic offen- 
sive in the west as noted in yester-

is obliged to maintain battle fronts as 
far apart as East Prussia and the 
North Sea. 
From east to west and west to east 
huge bodies of German troops have 
been alternately throwing across the 
intervening thousand miles to counter- 
act anvthing in the nature of a posi- 
tive success sained at either end, and 
Germany's comanding superiority in 
numbers in the earlier stages in the 
war made progress of her forces easy 
find effective.

Russian Advances.

Many Contradictions. • 
The usual absolutely contradictory 
reports come from the scene of the 
Russo-Turklsh battle front. The Rus- 
sians report steady progress over the

From the headquarters of the teu- 
tor.ic army comes a conservative state- 
ment of the activities, of their armies.

"In the environs of Bixshoote we

Between the canal 
of La Basse and Arras our troops 
have minor progresses. 
"In the region oE Lasigny and in 
the vicinity of the Aisne as far as 
Berry-Au-Bac, the Germans have at-1 
tacked, but without success. 
In the \ 
Argonne the 
fighting 
has recom- 
menced with greater spirit. The en- 
emy endeavored, but in vain, to re- 
capture Fort De Paris and St. Hubert, 
particularly in the vicinity of Verdun. 
Several offensive movements on the 
part of the enemy were checked cy 
the fire o£ our artillery 
before the 
forward movement o£ the 
enemy's 
infantry could be undertaken. 
"In the Woevre district and in Lor- 
raine, where bad weather 
prevails, 
there is nothing to report." 


Rain Hinders Attack. 
Berlin, Noy 14.—Military headquar- 
ters today gives out official announce- 
ment as follows; 
'The fighting in western Flanders 
continues. Our attack during the last 
few clays have been inpeated by the 
rain and stormy weather and there- 
fore have 
been 
proceeding slowly-. 
South of Ypres we have taken 700 
prisoners. 
i 
"The British attacks to the west of 
Lily have been repulsed. 
"At Bery-Au-Bac we compelled the 
French to evacuate a commanding po- 
sition. 


"Our 
attack in the forest of Argonne 
has made good progress. 
Here the 
French again have suffered heavy loss- 
es, leaving more than 150 prisoners in 
our handa. The fighting continues In 
Bast Prussia' and at Stallupcenen we 
took 500 Prussian prisoners. No' deci- 
sion yet has been reached at Soldau. 
"In the district of Vlaclawec a Rus- 
sian army 
corp has been repulsed 
and 1500 prisoners and 
12 machine 
guns fell into our hands." 


No Fear of Invasion. 
Included in the 
official news given 
out to the press in Berlin today, is the' 
following statement: 
"With the renewal of the fighting on 
the eastern border there have come 
as was to be expected, rumora of the 
danger of another Russian invasion of 
the eastern provinces. 
"Meeting this condition 
the Nortl 
Deutsche Allgmenino Zeitung an offi- 
cial newspaper 
declares 
that only 
omall portions of East Prussia have 
been entered by Russian detachments, 
and while this cannot be prevented 
there is no danger of the province as 
a whole. The newspaper prints also 
the significent assurance that there 
is absolutely no danger of an Invasion 
of Posen or Selisia 


Allies' Lines Hold. 
Paris, Nov. 14.—The battle line of 
the allies extending 100 miles from 
the sea. to the river Somme has been 
subject 
night and day during the 
three weeks past, to continuous on- 
slaughts of unprecedent fury. 
The attacks reached their highest 
degree on Thursday, 'after the capture 
of Dlxmude two days before, accord- 
ing to witnesses who have returned 
from the front, but now have slacken- 
ed; whether through the lack of am- 
munition, from fatigue or discourage- 
ment or pending the arrival of fresh 
drafts of men from German}', has not 
been established. 
The allies line remains unhroken. 
Many comepetent observers had ex- 
pected to see it drawn back, yet it 
has not although to have fallen back 
on strong positions which had been 
prepared in the rear, would in no way 
have diminished the strategical value 
of the allied forces. We have lost 
nothing since tho great battle where 
in the Kaiser's hasty onslaughts fell 
to pieces," writes Georges Clemenceau 
the expremier. "We have lost nothing 
and we have gained something. We 
have gained time and ground, the one 
no less precious than the other.'" 
Confident of Outcome. 
The public and military experts 
alike 
are 
recovering 
from 
the 
momentary discouragement caused by 
the loss of Dixmude and are resum- 
ing the patient confidence into the out- 
come which, they quite realize will be 
long in coming. 
General Bonnal declares that no 
army can undergo losses out of all 
proportions to tho efforts expended, 
and that an attack in force, well push- 
ed home at the proper time, will 
bring about the defeat of the enemy. 
He quotes in support of his opinion 
a letter from an old friend now fight- 
ing in Flanders, which says: 
"It's always the same here. 
We 
stand firm. We advance a little, and 
as a tangible result there is a slausht- 
er of the Prussians who are replaced 
by fresh reinforcements 
which we 
smash at will. On our side there is 
considerable loss, but it is not to be 
compared with that of the enemy.'All 
the same it is a long-fight and definite 
success is by no means for tomorrow, 
but when it" does come, what a head- 
ing it will be."

Head of Northwestern Safety First 


: Movement Gives Facts and Advo- 


cates Trespass Laws.

Chicago, Nov. 14.—Railroads of the 
nation, kill 5,558 persons annually, an 
average of fourteen every day, be- 
cause there are no laws penalizing 
trespassing on railroad tracks, R. C. 
Richards, general claim agent of tEe 
Chicago and Northwestern 
railway 
told delegates attending the 
eighth 
conference of the Western Economic 
society here today. His address was 
on "Railway Accidents and 
Safety 
First," 
"I think |t Is a conservative state- 
ment to say that it would cost the 
state, counties and municipalities less 
to enact and enforce trespassing laws 
than It does to pick up and bury the 
dead, hold inquests on the bodies and 
care for the crippled," Mr. Richards 
said. 
The speaker asserted that during 
the last twenty-four years there were 
108,009 persons killed and 117,257 in- 
jured while walking on railroad tracks 
and "flipping" on cars. He produced 
statistics showing that of the 10.D54 
persons killed on railroads last year, 
more than half of the total were tres- 
passers. 
"Every known appliance and equip- 
ment, every protection are. used 
to 
proetct the man in the car, but noth- 
ing is done by the state to protect the 
man from putting his life In danger 
by walking on the tracks," the speaker 
said. 
Mr. Richards asserted that railway 
accidents resulted from carelessness 
or thoughtlessness, "because," he said, 
"we are a nation of chance-takers. 
"If we can wipe out the little acci- 
dents, the big ones will take care of 
themselves," he said, "and we will 
put an end to this accidiyit business 
which we are trying to do." 
In an address on freight car sur- 
pluses 
and shortages, Arthur Hale, 
general agent of the American Rall- 
| way association, said that an attempt 
i to handle cars too economically will 
discourage traffic.

New York, Nov. 14.—A bomb some- 


what similar in construction to the 
one which wrecked the entrance to 
the Bronx county court house last 
Wednesday night, was found today in 
the Tombs court room just under the 
district attorney's offices, occupied by 
Governor-elect Whitman. 
The room 
was crowded. The bomb contained 
gunpowder, slugs and bullets. Its 
ruse was partly burned. 
George L. O'Conner, a policeman, 
saw the smoke from the burning fuse 
of the homb, ran to the spot, picked 
up the missile, tore off the fuse and 
carried the bomb 
from 
the 
court 
room. Four men were sitting on the 
bench in the rear of the court room 
where it wa.s found. 
The bomb con- 
tained explosives enough, it was es- 
timated, to have wrecked the build- 
ing.As O'Conner stripped the fuse from 
the bomb the court room was thrown 
Into an uproar. 
Possibly fifty per- 
sons were in the room awaiting the 
arrival of Magistrate Campbell. It is 
believed that his arrival was the sig- 
nal to Sre the fuse.

Rescue in Rough Sea.

which was only about ten miles dis- 
tant. Tbe steamer rushed forward at 
Full speed while the crew made ready 
for Uieir work. The crippled battle- 
ship was reached a few minutes after 
n»ie o'clock and before noon all out 
100 of her men were transferred. 
By that time the battleship had a 
decided list at the stern where just 
be^ow the water line she had received 
her wound. Two of her engines were 
unharmed but the one aft was put out 
of -commission. 


Try to Save Ship. 
After taking all the officers and 
crew who would leave the ship, Cap- 
tain Haddock of the Olympic turned 
his attention to attempt to save the 
warship. A cable was given her but 
it snapped as it tightened. Meantime 
the bulkheads began to give away 
and it was soon apparent that :t would 
be impossible to even keep the ship. 
afloat. 
The cruiser Liverpool and several- 
other warships which had come up, 
stood by late in the afternoon and it 
was decided to abandon the Audacious 
and the officers and men who had re- 
mained aboard reluctantly left her. 
The flotilla of rescue ships continued 
to stand 
by, however, until nine 
o clock that evening, when a terrible 
explosion occurred on board and the 
Audacious plunged stern first, and in 
a moment disappeared. 
The explosion is supposed to have 
been caused by shells set 7oose from- 
the listing of the battleship. A bit of 
armor plate torn from the sinking ship 
•struck •, the Liverpool; cutting- the legs- 
from under -one of the men. The mail 
later died. 


Sunk Off Irish Coast. 
The A.udaclous met her fate twenty- 
five miles off the Irish coast, which 
the Oylmpic was skirting. The liner 
sailed from New York for Glasgow on 
Oct. 21. She had been warned that 
there .were German mines off Tory 
Island, and fear of these mines was 
the official explanation when she un-

The Olympic's passengers saw

Milwaukee, Nov. 14.—A series of 
fatal automobile accidents, here and 
elsewhere about the state, due 
to 
reckless driving, has shocked Mllawu- 
kee so within the past week that 
there is a growing disposition to curb 
the running .of automobiles by requir- 
ing every driver to have a license. 
The public safety commission of this 
city has had the matter under consid- 
eration and will advocate such a li- 
cense betoro the legislature this, win- 
ter. In addition to a license, a joil 
sentence should be the penalty for 
reckless driving, and for other fla- 
grant violations of the law, and driv- 
ers so convicted should bo barred 
from driving a machine £or from one 
year to 
a 
permanent prohibition. 
There are some people who are ut- 
terly unfit to drive an automobile be- 
cause they are natural law breakers. 
If such people endangered only their 
own necks it might be advisable to 
let them take risks, but it. is becoming 
dangerous for orderly people to walk 
or drive on either the country roads 
or city streets. Sensible automobile 
owners are as disturbed ae other peo- 
ple and in mora danger from such 
recklessness than some of us who 
walk. It is certainly time that such 
restraint be put upon unfit drivers as 
will be effective. Pines have no ef- 
fect upon a certain class, and often 
they are the worst class of law break- 
ers.

SHOWS WAR HORROR 


German Shells Pound Village Church 


to Piece*. Hold Service* Amid 


Smoking Ruin*. 


(Correspondence ot The A. P.) 


• Verneuil, Nov. 14.—"It 
matters 
not!" cried the old Abbe, crossing 
himself before the gaping hole In the-1 
front of the parish church at Verne- 
uil. "God is eternal and by His grace 
we shall survive." 
The* six-Inch 
shell 
that 
went 
through the hole had carried the door 
with it and blown out part of the side 
wall. 
A smaller hole in the clock 
tower marked 
-where a 
three-inch 
projectile had cut through, and the 
dial lay shattered at Abbe Schmidt's 
feet. Another shot had torn from Its 
hangings the old church bell, which 
In Its fall had crashed through the 
front and obstructed the entry. An- 
other shot had made a great opening 
in the roof and the shell exploding 
Inside demolished the altar and the 
relinquary lay burled beneath a heap 
of stone, mortar and splinters. But 
the four walls remained erect and the 
steeple seemed to hold Its pointed 
head up with the same 
dignified 
fortitude with which the venerable 
Abbe braved the iron hand of the de- 
stroyer. 
Five days before the Germans had 
made a 
short 
forced halt around 
Verneuil, and 
when 
they 
passed 
through It was to seek shelter for a 
great number of 
victims 
of 
the 
French artillery which had halted In 
its retreat to check the pursuers. 
The vicar of the parish was among 
the 20,000 priests with the French 
army, whose line already extended 
far to the =cuth. 
Most of the In- 
habitants of the parish had fled or 
sought refuge, and the Abbe Schmidt 
was nearly alone to aid the German 
surgeons and nurses to take care of 
these greviously torn soldiers, most of 
whom lay upon bundles of straw In 
the church itself. For three days, 
night 
and day. he cared for the 


j enemy's wounded with the same de- 
votion as if they were of his own 
country. Tien, in /the frantic hurry 
of the retreat before the Allies, he 
endeavored, as far as possible, to 
ease the pain caused by their trans- 
port into all sorts of Improvised 
ambulances. 
The last of the wounded had 
scarcely • quit the 
town,- when tne 
boomine of cannon was" .heard from 
two directions almost simultaneous- 
ly, and from the German lines the 
shells becan to fall inti the little vil- 
lage. 
When 
the 
French 
came 
through, the church was wrecked and 
no longer a. uossible shelter for the 
French wounded. 
The following day was Sunday, and 
in the'morning Abbe Schmidt, with 
the aid of a few parishioners, suc- 
ceeded in hanging the bell from a 
beam saved from the church, dug out 
the reliquary from under the debris, 
erected an altar in the street and 
said- mass before the largest congre- 
gation that had gathered 
in his 
parish in many years.

ble but probable. At any rate th'.s 
is to be inferred from the tone of the 
Duke's pronouncement. 
Commenting on this ancient docu- 
ment, the Daily Mail says it is "of 
special relevance at the present time, 
when the Germans are loudly pro- 
claiming their intention of attempt- 


I ing invasion o£ this country." The 
order was headed: 
"Information and 
Instructions 
for Commanding Gen- 
erals and Oothers." 
"We must naturally suppose, from 
the host t£ foes that surround us and 
from the advantages our insular situ- 
ation gives us while they can be kept 
at a distance, that their great object 
must 
be 
an 
invasion 
of these 
countries. The consequences of suc- 
cess would be to them so great that 
they may be led to attempt it, not- 
withstanding 
the 
superiority 
and 
exertions of our Navy and the vigil- 
ance and gallantry of our seamen. 
"Before the descent of the enemy 
is 
undoubtedly 
expected, 
or the 
particular object of it is known, the 
troops will be cantoned or encamped 
in the manner that appears the most 
advantageous. Dispositions will have 
been made for breaking up roads, 
driving and abandoning the country 
on the enemy's route, etc. 
"On the first landing of an enemy, 


if he cannot be prevented in the at- 
tempt, not a moment must be lost in 
assembling the troops and pushing 
on the most advanced, however few 
in number, till more can be collected. 
The great object must be constantly 
to harass, alarm, and tire an enemy, 
and to impede his progress till a 
sufficient force assembles to attack 
him 
The nature of the country af- 
fords every advantage for that pur- 
pose; intricate and inclosed, it Is ex- 
ceedingly difficult for an enemy tr- 
advance. He is never to be lost sight 
of by the light troops. Every Inch 
of ground, and every field may to a 
degree be disputed, even by inferior 
numbers.

"As soon as eTer he has quitted the 
coast he must be surrounded in front, 
flank and rear; a knowledge of the 
country and a superiority of cavalry 
gives that advantage. He must be 
obliged to fight for every article of 
sustanance.

this the necessity of the case and the 
infinite consequence of giving him an 
immediate check; cattle and horse.?

The law provides that the railroad
